Many groups of Orientals are hacking at 
the knots that bind India and its 300,000,000 
inhabitants to the English crown and the 
demand for more home government is in- 
sistent and recurrent. The spirit of the 
orientals blends not at all with the spirit 
of modern progress and the gigantic popwy 
lation is partitioned into well-defined 
castes that make ordinary political align- 
ments practically impossible. 

Great Britain proposes to solve her prob 
lems in India if a solution is possible to 
the occidental mind. There is no other 
group of statesmen in the world so well 
equipped with experience and understand- 
ing as the Downing-street Englishmen who 
have surveyed the Orient for decades and 
studied with patience its inharmonious re 
actions. These British patriots have deter- 
mined to succeed both for commercial rea- 
sons and for the maintenance of the proud 
posture of the royal British lions. While 
Russia watches expectantly, hoping Britain 
will stumble and give the Slavs a clear op- 
portunity to invent an upheaval in oriental 
politics, the Downing-street statesmen are 
giving their best to the solution of the em- 
pire’s knottiest problem and they intend no 
more blunders.
